A THOROUGH INVESTIGATION 


The Court Is Headed by Colonel W. 
. Obear, Inapecter General. 


ALDRED’S FRIENBS ARE CONFIDENT 


They Claim That a Court of Inquiry 
Would Have Dismissed the 


Charges Against Him. 


Captain Aldred, of the Atlanta Zouaves, 
ls to be brought before a courtmartial for 
trial on the charges alleged against him 
on January ist. The detall for the court- 
martial was announced by Governor Can- 
dler yesterday morning in an order issued 
for that purpose, The military court Is 
headed by Colonel W. G. Obear, inspector 
general, 

Since the middle of September Captain 
Aldred has been relieved of his command 
on account of the seriousness of the 
charges, which involve misappropriation 
of funds and a violation of two of the 
articles of war. 

Immediately after the changes were pre- 
ferred by Major Nash, of the Fifth regi- 
ment, Captain Aldred made petition for a 
court of inquiry to investigate his case 
and ascertain if the charges could be sus- 
tained. Governor Candler refused to 
grant the court of inquiry, the first of the 
week, on the ground that a courtmartial 
would be absolutely necessary in view of 
the seriousness of the charges and that 
to hold a court of inquiry also would be 
a needless expense to the state. 

The friends of Captain Aldred say that 
had a court of inquiry been ordered the 
charges would have been promptly dis- 
missed on the investigation, but that he 
will be acquitted py the courtmartial af- 
ter a very brief hearing.

Atlanta fire managers are of the opinion 
that underwriting in the south will show 
a loss for the current year and they are 
already planning to place the business on 
a profitable basis for next year, if pos- 


sible. Of course some of the companies 


will show a profit, but their number will 
not be large. The big fire at Biloxi and 
the destruction of the saw mil) plant at 
Ashburn, with numerous fires of smaller 
magnitude, have knocked out hope of 
closing the year with a neat sum on the 
profit side. : 

Atlanta managers say that inadequate 
charges for exposures in third and fourth- 
class towns are largely responsible for 
this condition of affairs. One manager, 
who has been compiling statistics. finds 
that most of his losses have resulted from 
fires that originated in adjoining -build- 
ings. It seems likely that with the new 
year some important changes will be 
made as, of course, the companies must 
either make some profit or go out of busi- 
ness. 2 


The Southeastern Tariff Association 
has had its attertion caused to the large 
number of fires caused by electricity and 
is inspecting risks that have electrical 
features. Inspector Schoen, who is elec- 
triclan of the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion, requests companies interested in 
risks having defective electrical installa- 
tion to advise their agents and have 
owners of the risk co-operate in remedy- 
ing the defects. It is said that unless 
correctiong ara made in a reasonable time 
the executive committee wii] make such 
advance in rates as the risk justifies, but 
in no case will the advance be less than 
50 cents per $100.

The evening betokene@ a storm and by 
night the lightning was flashing inces- 
nantly all around the horison and the 
thunder pealed heavily, Country people 
became alarmed ard hurried home, for 
everything seemed ominous of coming 
trouble. There seeme@ to be something 
in the elements that was brooding Vor 
us, and sura enough there was. The 
courtroom was about half full of people 
who had dared to venture out to hear me. 
Suddenly the storm came with fearful 
fury. There was an awful roaring sound 
frcm the southeast that was like the 
sound of many ‘waters, It hushed the 
eudience into a solemn silence. I did not 
take the platform, but waited. In a few 
minutes some wild, excited messengers 
came rushing up the stairs and called for 
the doctors and other help, for the cyclone 
had come and torn up everything in the 
suburbs and killed men and women and 
children. The night was intensely dark, 
but the men rushed to the rescue in haste 
and the lecture programme was broken 
up in a twinkling. Everybody hurried to 
their homes or to the scene of the dis- 
aster. 

What an awful thing is a “cyclone! 
What a merciless thing it is! How quick- 
ly it comes and as-quickly goes, leaving 
swift destruction in its track. Happily 
it gives no warning, for the terror and 
apprehension would be worse than death. 
This morning’ we rejoiced to learn that 
nobody was killed, though many were 
badly wounded. Some houses were wreck- 
ed and blown away and many were un- 
roofed and some were set on fire. One 
man was lifted us and carried away and 
thrown to the ground in the woods, with 
only a few bruises. How strange that so 
few people are killed by a cyclone. It 
seems prov vidential, and this morning the 
question discussed at the breakfast ta- 
ble was whether God or the devil wag the 
author of these terrible visitations. One 
said that 
on the earth and was ever conten dir 
against the spirit of good, and this sp. 
it brought famine, pestilence, fires, storm. 
and all disasters. Another said that all 
these things came from natural causes, 
and that neither God nor the devil had 
any agency in them. Another quoted from 
Job where the Lord delivered him over 
to Satan, who was going to and fro upon 
the earth and walking up and down in it. 
He afflicted Job awfully, but was not 
allowed to take his life. Another quoted 
from the Savior’s words when He said: 
„Think you that those upon whom the 
tower of Siloam fell were wicked above 
all people? I tell you nay, but unless ye 
repent ye shall perish.“ Professor John 
Fiske, a Very great and learned man, has 
written a little book called “The Mys- 
tery of Null.“ I have read it twice and 
found but little comfort or philosophy 
in it. His argument is that evil is of di- 
vine creation and designed to illustrate 
end exalt the good. That but for sickness 
we would not appreciate or enjoy good 
health. But for occasional famine we 
would not enjoy the blessing of abundant 
food, and but for sin we would not enjoy 
heaven. His book leaves you just where 
it found you, and the mystery is still un- 
explained. We know that God loves His 
creatures, and that is enough. Not a 
sparrow falls to the ground without His 
notice, and He did not wish to destroy 
Ninnevah, where there Were 600,000 
ple and much cattle.

Contents cf Wesley’s Pocket Journal. 


We now come down to an examination 
of the contents of this precious Httle 
duodecimo, Stoutly bound in leather it 
contains one hundred and eighty-six pgaes 
numbered with Wesley's own figures as 
far as page 175 and mied with closely 
written entries ranging from top to bot- 
tom. At the top of each page is written 
the day of the month und along the mar- 
gins in regular order are noted the events 
of each hour in the day. Most of the 
entries show an excellent handwriting, 
but they are so abbreviated that the 
reader finds it difficult to decipher what 
they mean. Excep: when prostrated by 
illness or interrupted by some 
other providential mishap, Wesley 
never falled to make item 
in his pocket journal. of | hour's 
employment, and in turning over the 
Pages of the volume today after the bapse 
of nearly two centuries one is impressed 
not Only with the acute sense which he 
must have felt of his responsibility to 
God, but also with the undeviating regu- 
larity of his methods of life.

Hastily scanning the pages of the yol- 
ume we find that the entries range from 
May 1, 13, to February 11, 1834, and 
while this period of time does not cover 
the entire length of Wesley's sojou:n in 
Georgia it covers the greater pari. Wes- 
ley arrived in Georgia February 6, 1iv6, 
and left for England December 2, 1.31. 
Speaking of ‘his departure for England 
Wesley says in his published journal: 
Friday. December 2, 1:37, 1 shook off the 
dust of my ‘eet and lett Georgia after 
having preach2d the gospel theie (not as 
1 ought, but as I was able) one year ami 
neariy nine months. Having urkt seen 
the light of day at Epworth, in England. 
on June 11, 1.%, John Wesley was barely 
thirty-two years ot age when he entered 
upon his missionary labors in Georgia. 
But coming back aguin to his little pocaet 
journal we note that in making his first | 
entries, Wesley filled up only about two- 
thirds of each page, so on reaching the

Wesley found his pocket journal of great 
assistance to him in after years as it 
furnished him with the data which he 
subsequently expanded into more elabo- 
rate detaila amd formed the basis of sev- 
eral of his published works. 

On account of the limitations which are 
necessarily set upon an article of this 
kind it will be impossible to go minut ly 
into the merits of the book and so we 
must content ourselves with an effort at 
deciphering only one specimen page, giv- 
ing the entries first and then undertaking 
to explain them.

Each entry. is distinctly made, but Wes- 
ley used his own system of shorthand 
writing, which was designed to meet the 
demands of his own eye and consequently 
in order’ to ascertain what many of his 
entries mean it is necessary :o construe 
them in the light of his published works. 
Scattered throughout the book we find 
frequent. mention of “ailments,” showing 
that Wesley was not unacquainted with 
suffering in his own person. Again and 
again he is seized with cholick.“ which 
he sometimes spells with the “h” and 
sometimes witheut. Our attention is first 
called to hig suffering from “cholick’’ on 
May 5, 1736, when the malady was no 
doubt aggravated by mental anxiety and 
agitation since he informs us on this date 
that he met with trouble by refusing to 
baptize a child because the mothér re- 
fused to have it dipped. “Except in cases 
of extreme necessity.“ or at wedding 
teasts, Wesley abstained from spirituous 
liquors, and consequently few entries of 
this kind appear in his pocket journal. 
On one occasion he took “some spirits 
and water to cure his cholick.“ but he 
added “tell it not in faith.“ Whenever 
any changes were made in his strictly 
frugal diet he noted the fact, and occa- 
sionally we find such entries as “coffee” 
and olsters.“ Frequently he complains 
of “shocking headaches,” ‘dysentery,’ 
„polls“ and nausea. On one occasion he 
had an attack of “St, Anthony’s fire,” 
which “smarted much.” Sometimes he 
complains of not being able to sleep on 
account of “attacks from nocturnal in- 
sects.” “Felling trees,“ walking“ and 
„nalling poles” are frequently jotted down 
as his pastimes and diversions.

On many pages of Wesley's pocket 
journal appears the name of Sophy Hop- 
kie. Of course every one familiar with 
the incidents of Wesley's sojourn in Geor- 
gia is acquainted with his relations with 
Sophy Hopkie. Sophy possessed and 


cordially returned his affectionate regard, 


and he might eventually have married 
her but difficulties arose between them, 
and Sophy gave her hand and heart to 
another man. Subsequently, she annoyed 
him considerably, and he refused to ad- 
minister the sacrament .to her. Events 
moved on until perplexed by accumulat- 
ing troubles he decided to leave Georgie. 

hough he was free from any wrong- 
doing, he was the victim of the unpleas- 
antness into which men of bold and out- 
spoken minds sometimes plunge, and he 
felt that more inviting fields awaited his 
labors elsewhere. But if Wesley could 
have looked on down the vista of the 
centuries and have seen the proportions 
of the mighty church which today honors 
his name in America and throughout 
Christendom, he would not have felt that 
his labors in Georgia were wholly in vain. 
Beginning with May 2, 1735, we find fre- 
quent mention of Sophy Hopkie in Wes- 
ley's short but pungent paragraphs. Her 
varying moods are registered as follows: 
June 5th at 4 p. m. Sophy was reserved.“ 

“June 10th at 10 a. m. Sophy was in a 
passlon.“ June lith at 1 o'clock Sophy 
was still angry; at 4 o'clock she was 
mild; at &Bo'clock we quarreled again, and 
at 6 o'clock she would not heed.”’ “June 
th Sophy very sad, having been 1.“ 
“July 12th in excited temper.” August 
Mth, abusive.” Finally, after many ups 
and downs this entry is made June 15, 
1736: “Sophy utterly renounced my friend- 
ship. Be it so.” 

‘In addition to an itemized account of 
each day's happenings, this little book 
also contains four of Wesley's hymns, 
and they are, no doubt, original versions 
written just as they assumed shape in the 
author's brain. One of them is repro- 
duced on this page. They first appeared 
in print in 1737, immediately upon Wes- 
ley’s return to England. With the ex- 
ception of certain manuscript notes made 
at Oxford, this little book is the oldest 
of Wesley's manuscript. 

We are struck with the superior qual- 
ity of-the ink which Wesley used in 
making his entries in his pocket journal. 
Even now the color of the ink holds fast, 
and records the observations of the au- 
thor just as distinctly as when it first 
flowed from the author’s pen, nearly two 
centuries ago. We doubt if much of the 
ink which we are using today in this age 
of adulterations would stand the test 
as well. Speaking in exact terms, Wes- 
ley wrote with the quill instead of the 
pen, but he seems to have labored under 
no disadvantages in forming his letters, 
and some of them resemble copy plate. 
»It we could only take time to go minute- 
ly through the pages of this quaint littie 
book, we might find many things to 
make us smile as well as many things to 
interest us concerning John Wesley's com- 
paratively brief stay in Georgia, but we 
have already exceeded the limits which 
this article was intended to occupy, and 
we must now stop. Bishop Hendrix will 
probably avail himself of his first leisure 
moments to write several articles for the 


religious press and the magazines, going 


still further into particulars and discuss- 
ing the subject in his own magnetic and 
brilliant manner. Besides Wesley's pocket 
journal Bishop Hendrix is in possession 
of other important Wesleyana and also 
numerous original manuscript letters from 
such noted worthies as John Fletcher, 
Joseph Bensen, Adam Clark, Richard 
Watson, Robert Newton, Henry Moore, 
Alexander Mather, William Morley Pun- 
shon, Dr. Jobson, William Arthur, Bishop 
Thomas Coke and others.

In its performance 
Oglethorpe was unconsciously bringing to- 
gether vital forces that, uniting in the 
person of a great Englishman, produced 
the mighty organism known as Method- 
ism. 

„Brought up in the Church of England, 
which just at this time had absorbed 
nearly the whole religious life of the na- 
tion, Oglethorpe looked to it to furnish 
him with religious helpers for the portions 
of his community which needed spiritual 
guides. One of the impelling motives in 
inducing him to found the colony was a 
desire to provide for the poor debtors who 
were stranded in the wretched prisons of 
England, and remained a mere burden 
on society. In ‘a recent brilliant article 
on John Wesley, contributed to S:ribners’ 
Monthly (November, 1899), Augustine Bir- 
rell specially dwells on the horrors of 
the eighteenth cek&tury prisons. Wesley’? 


own father was at one time incarcerated | 


for debt, and pagsed a short but miser- 
able season in Lincoln castle among black- 
guards and thieves. 

“Some thirty or forty years before his 
scheme matured there had been founded, 
under the auspices of the most earnest 


men in the Church of England. a Society 


for the Propagation of the Gospel in 
Foreign Parta, which is still in active ex- 
latence. It was one of the first attempts 
to reach, by private enterprise, those in 
foreign lands who were denied gospel 
privileges, Before the time when a mer- 
cantile company engaged in any enter- 
prise beyond the seas, it sent a chaplatn 
with every batch of employees, as }< 
would send a physician; and these chap- 
lains were supposed to do missionary 
work in their spare time. For a short 
period, indeed, they were subsidized by 
church societies with this end in view; 
but the system did not work. 

“When it became known at Oxford in 
the year 1733 that the Society for Propa- 
gation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts 
was anxious to secure volunteers, eyes 
were at once turned to the band of devout 
men who, in Christ church and other of 
the colleges, were striving to restore new 
vigor to she church, and realize a higher 
ideal of Christian life and brotherhood. 
The members of this “holy club’ were 
known as Methodists, a name which was 
not specially invented for them, but 
merely revived. ‘Here is a new sect of 
Methodists sprung up.“ remarked the 
young collegian, who, struck with the 
regularity of their lives and studies, first 
fastened the name upon them. They were 
noted for their labors among the poor 
and the wretched, especially in the jails. 
The two Wesleys were its most conspicu- 
ous members. The head of one of the 
Oxford colleges. Dr. Burton, of Corpus 
Christi, interested himself in the matter. 
and Oglethorpe himself, who had known 
and respected the good rector of Epworth, 
was anxious to secure the co-operation of 
his sons. 
and consultation of friends, John Wesley 
accepted the offer of the society, and 
agreed to go to Georgia. They offered to 
pay him £50 a year, a sum he was about 
to refuse, as the income from his fellow- 
ship was sufficient for his needs; but his 
brother Charles induced him to accept the 
salary. His two motives which he ac- 
knowledged in setting out for the new 
field were the wish to work out his own 


‘salvation, and a desire to preach Christ 


to the Indians. His brother Charles en- 
gaged himself to go out as private sec- 
retary to Governor Oglethorpe; and an- 
other member of the club, Benjamin Ing- 
ham, a Yorkshireman, who afterwards 
joined the Moravians, founded a sect in 
his native county, and married Lady Mar- 
garet Hastings, sister in law ‘of the 
countess of Huntingdon, also accompanied 
them. : 

“When, in the fall of 1835, they prepared 
to leave England with the fifth batch of 
emigrants which had sailed for the new 
colony, the old rector of Epworth was 
already in his grave. He had been great- 
ly taken with the project, and had de- 
elared that, if years were not so heavy 
upon him, he* would go himself. The

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failure; their pastoral work among the 
colonists made them intensely unpopu- 
iar; and they were both only too glad 
to return to Europe. Charles’s congre- 
getion had sunk to “two Presbyterians 
and a Papist.“ John Wesley. after being 
involved in a quarrel with the chief man 
of the place, left Savannah secretly one 
Sunday evening after service, in the 
company of a bankrupt constable, a 
worthless wife-beating rascal named 
Gough, and a defaulting barber. A war-. 
rant was out against him, but he refused 
as a clorgyman to recognize its validity 
and avoided the issue by a gurried de- 
parture. The trouble had sprung cut 
of proceedings in which he became in- 
volved through refusing the sacrament 
to a giddy woman whom he at one time 
intended to marry. High church prin- 
ciples in so uncompromising and ener- 
getic a man as John Wesley were sure 
to bring, in nome way or other, a hor- 
net’s nest about him. His journey 
through the swamps to Charleston was 
both difficult and dangerous. Arriving 
there, he lost no time in taking a pas- 
sage home. 

Frultless in its influence upon the colo- 
ny, fruitiess in its influence upon the In- 
dians, nevertheless this missionary ex- 
perience of Wesiey's proved of unbound- 
ed benefit to the man himself. Among 
hia fellow passengers on board the Sy- 
mond were some of these simple-minded, 
pious Germans from Salzburg and Mora 
via, who, in storm and calm, in good re- 
port and ill report, preserved a serenity 
of soul which excited his deepest admi- 
ration. They evidently possessed that se- 
cret power which he was unable with all 
his methods to discover and make his 
own. To get rer to them, he at once 
set himeelf in the diligent study of Ger- 
man. He landed in Georgia less of an 
Oxford Methodist than he had set out. 
A visit paid later to the settlement at 
Ebenezer still further shook his confi- 
dence in his system. Spangenberg. the 
pastor there, a man whom he had learn- 
ed on the voyage to respect, pressed the 
matter of experimental religion home to 
him. “Do you know that Jesus Christ 
has died to save you?” “I hope.“ was 
Wesley's hesitating reply, that He has 
died to save me.” This inwardness of 
belief did not come to him for several 
years afterwards. When it did come, 
it made him the chief evangelist of 
modern times. 

Some time after his return, being near 
Rotterdam, when a company of Swiss 
emigrants were passing through the vil- 


ley inquired the reason of their mirth. 
We are going to Georgia to make our 
fortunes,”"’ was the gleeful reply. Hor 
rified at their levity, he attempted to 
picture to them the serious dangers and 
heavy trials that awaited them. “If they 
now leap into the firs,”” he adds in his 
urnal, their blood is on their own 
ead. The story that Charles Wesley,

with the songs of the sweet psalmist of 
Usrael.“ Thus it appears that the date 
of the original hymn is 1736. It was not 
written at Land's End, in England, as 
has been believed, but on the north end 
of Jeyky! island. 

To any reader familiar with Charles 
Wesley's personality it will at once be ap- 
parent that he never penned the forego- 
ing lines. The which I trust may please 
your ladyship.“ has a self-satisfied smirk 
about it that, in relation to such a man, 
is absurd. The fact is, the two letters 
are a complete fabrication! Oglethorpe 
was a bachelor in 1736 and until 1744, and 
if he had been married, his wife had no 
claim to the title of lady.“ MoreovéY. 
if such a lady had existed, she had no 
father in law to write to, for Oglethorpe's 
father had died thirty years previously. 
A reference to the National Dictionary of 
Biography settles these points and over- 
throws the story—probably the product of 
some journalist’s fertile brain. 

As Wesley returned from Georgia, 
Whitefield,- another Oxford Methodist, 
set out thither. The vessels bearing the 
two preachers met off nie Kentish coast, 
and Wesley did his best to persuade 
Whitefield to return. The latter, how- 
ever, even at the risk of seriously offend- 


Ming Wesley. refused to turn back. He 


was destined to be closely associated with 
the colony. It was not that he found the 
scattered communities of the interior a 
congenia' field to work in, for he pre- 
ferred the more settled communities of 
the middle of the New England colonies. 
His efforta were almost entirely confined 
to Savannah, where his interests centered 
in the Bethesda orphanage. He was 
never weary of pressing its claims upon 
the audiences who gathered to hear him 
in the old country; and at his death he 
left it a legacy to the “elect lady, Seli- 
na.“ countess of Huntingdon. 
time it was in a flourishing condition, and 
almost free from debt. On one voyage 
from home he had brought out with him 
over a score of orphans, who were edu- 
cated under its hospitable roof. The 
countess intended to use it as the head- 
quarters for evangelistic work in the col- 
onies, for which some of the students at 
herTrevecca seminary were preparing; but 
the building was accidentally destroyed 
bv fire, and the troubles of the revolution 
supervening, the whole organization came 
to an abrupt end through confiscation of 
the property. « 

Josep Pilmor, the Yorkshire lay preach- 
er, whom John Wesley sent out to colo- 
nies in 1768, along with Richard Board- 
man, was the next Methodist to visit 
Georgia. He paid a visit to the southern 
colonies in the winter of 1772-3, and plant- 
ed societies at Norfolk and Portsmouth, 
in Virginia, which rank as the earliest 
in the Old Dominion. Whitefield, before 
he made his last journey north, which 
was to end fatally at Newburyport, had 
met Philmoor and Boardman in Phila- 
detphia, and given them his blessings on 
their work. This would serve as an ad- 
ditional inducement to Pilmor to visit 
Savannah, then & city of 3,000 inhabitants. 
He found there an Episcopal church, a 
Lutheran, and a Congregational. The 
first. of these would recall to him the 
labors of Wesléy, who had served as its 
minister thirty-six years before. Pilmor 
preached several times in Savannah, 
where he spent ten days; but he seems to 
have founded ne society. He also visit- 


ed Purrysburg, a Swiss settlement in the 


neighborhood, one of the very first to be 
made in Georgia, and antedating Savan- 
nah. The visit he paid to the Orphan 
house, twelve miles from the city, gave 
him no very agreeable impression of its 
surroundings It stands on a small creek 
and is almost surrounded by barren sand 
that produces nothing but pines. The 
house is well enough. The troubles of 
the revolution, destructive to the Savan- 
nah orphan house, were nearly fatal to 
the whole Methodist movement in Ameri- 
ca. Happily, it had obtained a strong 
footing i.. Maryland, where Robert Straw- 
bridge, the Irish carpenter-preacher from 
Sligo, had succeeded in evangelizing his. 
neighborhood, and had not only gathered

The Ratio of Apportionment. 

An expert in mathematical computa- 
tion has discovered. that the most desir- 
able ratio upon which to base the reap- 
portionment of the country into con- 
gressional districts is 194,344. With that 
as the ratio, it is pointed out, the re- 
duction of the present representation 
in any state would be avoided and yet 
the increase in the membership from 
those states which will gain would be 
approximately the same as if the ratio 
were placed at 200,000. 

With this ratio, the membership of 
the house would be increased from 
357 to 385. New York and Illinois 
would each be entitled to three more 
seats in the fifth-eighth congress than 
they will have in the fifty-seventh; 
Texas, Pennsylvania,. New Jersey, 
and Minnesota to two more seats 
each; and Arkansas, California, Col- 
orado, Connecticut, Florida, Iowa 
Louisiana, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
Missouri, North Carolina, North Da- 
kota, Washington and West Virginia 
to one seat eacg. a 

This means a total imrease in mem- 
bership of twenty-eight members. In 
some quarters it is argued that this 


too unwieldy, and a few persons are 
to be found who will advocate going 
to the extreme of fixing the ratio at 
300,000, so as to reduce the member- 
ship of the house to approximately 250 
members. It is difficult to see, how-

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RRCALLS AFFAIR 


Father and Uncle ef Defendants Had 
Trouble. 


BOTH. HURRIED TO CANADA 


They Were Charged with Being Ku- 
klux Leaders. 


WERE  KIDNAPED FROM CANADA 


England Demanded of the United 
States That They Be Returned. 
This Was Complied With. 


Columbia, 8. C., November 4.—(8pecial.) 
The trial at Yorkville last week of John 
g. and Paul R. Bratton on the charge of 
murder, recalla an affair that developed 
International importance in which 
brothers, the father and uncle of these 
young men, were involved twenty-nine 
years ago. 

Doubtless the diplomats of those times 
would have to refer to the records to re- 
fresh their memories about a very thrill- 
ing incident between the United States 
and Great Britain, the sue of which was 
watched by the people of thia “prostrate” 
state with the keenest interest. 

England demanded the return to his 
temporary home in Canada of a South 
Carolinian who, fleeing the state, had 
sought an asylum under the British flag; 
had been kidnaped and brought back to 
face a stern United States judge. 

It. was no time for false pride; an of- 
fense had been committed by overzealous 
United States officers, and this govern- 
ment frankly acknowledged that fact by 
quickly complying with the British de- 
mands. : 

Dr. J. Rufus Bratton and John 8. Brat- 
ton were gentlemen of large estates in 
York county, where their family had lived 
for generations. They were grandsons ot 
Colonel William Bratton, who was a 
distinguished whig leader in the revolu- 
tionary war. At the outbreak of the civil 


war, both brothers entered the army. Pr. 


Bratton went into the medical department 
and won distinction as an army surgeon. 
of hostilities the brothers 
returned to their homes in York county 
and attempted to restore their fortunes. 

Many stories have been published about 
the Ku-Klux organization of that time. 
but most of them have been pictured from 
fancy. Because it gave a certain irre- 
sponsible and naturally lawless class an 
opportunity to indulge personal grudges 
and vindicitiveness while falsely repre- 
senting themselves to be Ku-Klux, the 
organization gained most of the disrepute 
attached to its name. 

It is difficult, even at this time, to ob- 
tain from one known to have been a mem- 
ber of that organization a definite state- 
ment of their actions. “It may be im- 
possible for those in other parts of. the 
country, who had not to face the cond'- 
tions we did to realize the necessity for 
such an organization by the better ele- 
ment of the Whites,“ remarked an ex- 
member of the “‘klan’’ a few days ago. 
We were at the mercy,” he continued. 
“of former siaves and a hostile govern- 
ment. The negroes were trresponsible 
and knowing we were powerless to resent 
openly overbearing Insolence they indulged 
their new opportunities. A powerful se- 
cret organization in which it was proposed 
to have only men of responsibility and 


_ wellability as members became a necessity. 


N was a success and when it ceased to 
be necessary it ceased to exist. The pur- 
pose was not murder or burn, but to ter- 
rorise the negrocs in general and either 
subdue into quictness their leaders, who' 
were urging them to excesses, or force 
them to leave. Of course, in some cases 
extreme measures became necessary for 
self-protection. And in the end, the Ku- 
Klux prevented many bloody encounters 
and possibly massacres that would have 
followed had not some leaders of the ne- 
groes been checked. 

“The superatition of the negroes made 
the methods of the Ku-Klux especially et- 
fective and it ia now laughable to think 
of the simple plans resorted to. A string 
of horsemen riding through the country 
by highwaya and byways, at night, dress 
ed in white from head to heel, and making 
no sound, save the tramp of the horses 
hoofs, sent night prowlers scamping to 
their cabins. The signs of skull and

warning to the occupants of the house 
that required them to mend their ways. 
When the supernatural failed, then other 


measures used till the object was at- 
tained. For, it must be borne in mind, 
these were not boys or idle men, they 
were serious and sober and realized that 
under the prevailing conditions they car- 
ried their dives in their hands. 

“It can be readily understood that with 
such risks to encounter, the organization 
had to have the best discipline and the 
most r*liable members. They were bound 
by terrible oaths, but rewards for in- 
formation against them would have 
tempted ordinary men. It is notable that 
the leaders were Free Masons of high 
standing, and it is probable that every 
member of that order in the smaller 
towns and rural districts where the Ku- 
Klux were most active were on its rolls. 

‘With complaints from many quarters 
and demands that the Ku-Klux organ 
gation be suppressed by the military au- 
thorities then in South Carolina, it is not 
surprising that strenuous efforts were 
made to capture and convict members of 
the organization, particularly the lead- 
era. It was known in a general way that 
Dr. J. Rufus Bratton waa the head of 
the Ku-Klux organization in upper South 
Carolina; and hia brother, John 8. Brat- 
ton, was alxo supposed to belong to the 
secret order, They were alingled out for 
arrest by Major Merrill, then vommand- 
ing the United States forces in the New 
York district, 

“Dr, Bratton waa a thirty-third degree 
Mason and there ia no doubt this fact 


night of his home in Yorkville by an un- 
known horseman, whose steed was spent, 
and given an important military secret. 
Thirty minutes later the Ku-Klux leader 
Mus riding out of town, headed north- 
ward and leaving his wife and three 
little children behind. | Later in the night 
a detachment of cavalry surrounded the 
Bratton home Pursuit was made in 
every direction, but with a good horse, 
ample funds and the) friendg he could 
command wherever the secrets of Mason- 
ry ‘were known, the fugitive made his 
way safely into Canada, taking up his 
residence in Montreal in the fall of 
1871. 

Dr. Bratton opened an office in the Ca- 

nadian city, where he began the practice 
of medicine. His whereabouts became 
known as soon as he wrote to his family 
in Yorkville, and he was soon being 
| shadowed by agents of this government. 
lle was joined by his family a few 
months after reaching Canada and they 
arranged to make that country their 
nome until their native state became 
| anfer. But they were not to remain in 
| security. 
No offense on which Dr. Bratton could 
de extradited was charged, so he an- 
i ticipated no further trouble from the 
military authorities in this state who had 
‘been on his track, and the idea of being 
kldnapped never occurred to him. But 
one evening. in the early spring of 1872. 
tne doctor was called professionally. He 
vas gotten into a carriage and driven 
hurriedly out of the city. Three men 
had him in charge and during the night 
taey got him into a boat and across the 
|; St. Lawrence river. The captors imme- 
diately brought their prisoner back to the 
‘old jatl at Yorkville, where he was in- 
| careerated, pending the convention of a 
court specially arranged to try Ku-Klux 
cases. But the doctor was fortunate in 
having powerful friends in all quarters 
of the country. The facts of his forcible 
abduction for an alleged political or- 
fense were promptly laid befgre the Brit- 
ish government, and this was followed 
by a demand by the government that he 
be released and returned under safe con- 
duct to the domicile of Canada from 
which he had been taken. This demand 
was immediately compiied with. 

Dr. Bratton remained an exile in Can- 
ada until 1878 a year after the last of 
the United States troops had been with- 
drawn from South Carolina. Then receiv- 
ing an intimation that the case against 
him would not be pushed, he returned to 
his old home, where he resumed the prac- 
tice of medicine. He continued there un- 
molested until hia death in 1897, For a 
number of years before hia death he was 
president 01 tho South Carolina Medical 
Ansoctatlon and of the state beard of 
health. 

John 8. Bratton, who waa a gentleman 
of largo means, left hie home at the 
same time ae hia brother to avold arrest, 
and remained abroad two years. During 
his abeence many witnesses in Ku-Klux 
eases from York county were examined 
to connect John Bratton with the or- 
ganization. The only evidence obtained 
apainat him was that rtles of Ku-Kiux 
after an all-night's ride, could find at a 
certain spot, near his home appetising 
lunches, which they, in their habitual si- 
lence, ate. So on his return to Yorkville,

/tion in Havana. 


NATIVES ARE GREAT ORATORS 
That Is, Their Speeches Occupy Con- 


siderable Time. 


STRIKE AMONG PRINTERS I HAVANA 


Attempt Made To Out Their Wages 


Faile—Preparationa for the 
Medical Congress, Etc. 


BY 8S. L. BECKWITH. 

Havana, November %,—(Special.)—The 
conatitutional convention will meet again 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, when they will 
discuss the rules and regulations reported 
by the committee appointed for forming 
same, Thie is a tremendous report and 
wil] doubtiesa occupy many days of the 
convention's time. Senor San«uilly’s mo- 
tlon to the effect that. the convention 
adopt the rules and regulations before it 
ndopts a permanent organization was 
severely criticised, and even by those who 
voted to sustaln the motion. The con- 
vention has been in seasion fourteen days 
and has not yet formed a permanent or- 
ganization. General Rius Rivera says he 
does not care how long the convention is 
in session. He says they are going slow, 
but are going to adopt a constitution, 
thet the work will be well done and they 
will remain in session long enough to ac- 
complish that object: that if the people 
will stop to consider they will realize the 
importance of the work and that the con- 
vention should not be hurried. It does 
not look as if they were hurrying. It 
would seem that fourteen days were suffi- 
cient time to form rules and regulations, 
seat the delegateg and proceed to work, 
in especial when it is remembered that 
the body is composed of but thirty-one 
members, six provinces represented, but 
the Cuban is proverbially slow in every- 
thing but speéch. He is always ready to 


talk and once wound up he continues until 


his strength is exhausted. A good many 
times I have attended church services 
kere among the different missions and the 
American pastor had the habit of inviting 
different ones in the congregation to say 
a few words, but that custom had to be 
moditied, for, once started, the Cuban 
brother knew not when to stop, and once 
halting to draw breath the word would be 
taken from him by another brother, 
whose sole ambition was to outtalk his 
predecessor, and we only saved ourselves 
from remaining all night by leaving in the 
midst of the service. No matter what 
the occasion, just ask a Cuban to speax 
a few words and while he may take his 
subject from the Old or New Testament. 
he invariably switches off into politics, 
expatiates upon the wrongs and heroism 
of the Cubans. eulogizes some favorite 
warrior, abuses Weyler, apologises for 
“am pos, airs his opinion as to the conduct 
of the United States and edges in u good 
deal of his personal history. If it were 
not so monotonous it wou.d be very 
amusing, but when vou have heard the 
same ideas expressed numberless times 
you want a change. A Cuban is never at 
a loss for words, and the élasticity of his 
language enables him to say the same 
thing in many differeng ways, hence he 
can keep eon ithdefinitely. You can say 
Maria is Mr. Smith's daughter gram- 
matically In eight different ways in span- 
ish, hence the continuous stream of 
words if not of ideas poured forth when a 
Cuban gets the floor. 

A general strike among the printers 
wna threatened last week. The Lucha ard 
Diacusion-having to suspend for several 
days, their force going out, but vesterday 
Ines papers apoeared on the streets and 
the evil for the time ia averted. The 
printers’ union had persuaded the newa- 
bova in case non-union printers were 
found to get out the two journala to boy- 
cott both, hence no sales would have been 
made on the streets. The forces of The 
Lucha and Mixcuxion struck, not for an 
increase in wages, but by reason of a cut 
from 3 to W cents. A general meeting 
of printers was then held, and it was de- 
cided to back the strikers.

WITH THE STUDENTS OF 
THE STATE UNIVERSITY 


Athens Ga., November 23.—(Special.)— 
Through the e..orts of Dr. Hnrty and a 
few students interested in jorunalism the 
te-organization of the University Press 
Club has been effected. Professor Park, 
Dr. Herty and the chancellor were pres- 
ene at the meeting and toox an important 
part in the proceedings. Dr. Herty was 


elected temporary chairman and he ga ve 


an interesting talk on thes ubject. Mr. 
McCurry was elected president; Mr. Rags- 
dale vice president, and Edwin Camp sec- 
retary. A committee, consisting of the 
chancellor, Dr. Herty and Professor Park, 
and three students, was appointed to 
draw up a new constitution. Eligibility 
to this club consists in being a corre- 
sponden: to a home paper. Nearly all 
of the aaily papers of Georgia have corre- 
spondents in college, but very few week- 
ly ones. The object of this club is to 
bring the university in closer touch with 
the people of the state. 

A few days ago the chancellor stressed 
the need for a literary club to do for the 
literary side of the college what the en- 
gineering society is doing so well for 
those interested in sciencea. The senior 
and the law classes took this matter up 
and decided to start this club. It ia the 
purpose of those who started the club 
to have a separate club in each of the 
classes and all of these clubs are to com- 
bine into one. Each club will have ita 
own officers and its own time af meet- 
ing. There will be also officers over the 
entire club, consisting of the five classes 
of clubs.

An interesting fact conerning Symphony 
Hall, the new home of the Boston 8Sym- 
phony orchestra, is that a woman planned 
an important feature—the sounding boara, 
which is made of plate glass, backed by 
heavy planking and covered with felt.

NEW LAW is THE CAUSE OF IT 


Their Constituents Must Pay Tax or 
Stay Away from Polls, 


TWERE I$ WO RUSH TO PAY fT 


Political Problem in Rearrangement 
ef Louisiana Districte—Business 
Boom in New Orleans, to. 


New Orteans, November 24.—(Special.) 
The Loufsiana, and particularily the New 
Orleans politicians, ate all upset over the 
difficulty they are having of inducing 
their constituents to pay the poll tax, 
and thus equip themselves for voting. 
Only a month more remains in which the 
tax can be paid. If the voter has not 
“ante’d up’’ by December 31; 1900, he 4is- 
franchises himself for two years ahead, 
not only in all local elections, but in the 
congressional elections of 1902; a the 
indications are thet a iarge majority 
of them will not pay ww. The tax is un- 
popular in New. Orleans, where it is & 
novelty. The law makes it a misde- 
meanor for any outsider to pay it, and 
the average voter shows no intimation 
to take a day off in order to pay money 
for the privilege of voting in 192. The 
democratio leaders held a conference at 
the Chertaw Club during the week, de- 
nounced the poll tax law, but resolved to 
make an energetic canvess to get three 
constituents to vote. A house to house 
canvass will be made. Some good has 
been accompliched by notifying all ap- 
plicants for municipal positiqps thgt they 
cannot hold office unless they are voters— 
1. e., unless they pay the poll tax. But 
In spite of all these efforts, the number 
of persons qualifying themselves for the 
franchise average less than fifty a day, 
and at that rate not over 2,000 will be 
registered. before December Jist. 

All the indications are that the new 
system will cut down the voting strength 
of New Orleans from 43,000 to 13,000, or 
possibly 10,000. There are 63,000 males of 
voting age in the city, 46,000 whites, 18,000 
negroes. The suffrage limitations of the 
new constitution materially reduces this 
total and the registration stands 4,000 
whites, 3,000 negroes. g 

Five thousand whites, mainly Italians, 
are either disfranchised or do not care to 
register; and 15,000 negroes are cut off. 
Now comes the poll tax which threatens 
to disfranchine the whites, or induce 
them to disfranchise themselves. Of the 
40,000 white voters, about 8,500 own prop- 
erty, real or personal, pay taxes thereon 
and can consequently be reached by the 
tax collector. When they come to his 
office he makes them pay their poll as 
well fs their other taxes; all property 
owners, therefore, are necessarily voters, 
whether they want to be or not. It is 
with the other 31,000 white voters that 
the trouble arises, and upon whom the 
democratic politicians are trying to work, 
but with very poor results so tar. They 
will be doing better than expected if ! 
they induce one-fourth of these voters to 
fit themselves for suffrage. The politi- 
cluns are naturally very indignant over 
a land which disfranchises white voters 
and are very gloomy over their own politi- 
cal prospects, for their strength comes 
mainly from the class of Voters who will 
be disfranchised. Past experience hag re- 
peatedly shown that a large majority of 
the property holders in New Orleans, the 
men who will now control the politics of 
the city, are opposed to the regular dem- 
ocratic ticket, and either independent or 
republican. If this thing continues, say 
the leaders, New Orleans may send two 
republican members to the nex} congress. 


A political problem rather difficult to 


solve presents itself in the rearrange- 
ment of the Louisiana congressional 
districts. This is far more difficult in 
Louisiana than in Georgia, or the other 
southern states, because it will get an 
extra congressman under any apportion- 
ment that muy be made, and because the 
legisiature dodged the redistribution in 
iow. By the census of that year Louls- 
nas quota ol representatives remained 
unchanged, six. ‘ine iegisiature accord- 
ingiy let the districts as they were in 
low. Although ineir population is very 
uncqual, us inequality is increased by 
tne new census, lor nurtheastern Loulsi- 
ana remained almost stationary and the 
river perishes have actually decreased; 
southwest Louisiana has almost doubled. 
The chief difficulty lies in New Orleans, 


where unfortunately the two congross- 
men, Majors Meyer, from the first, 
Davey, from the second, live in — 
cent wards. There is no possible way of 
rearran:‘ng the congressional districts, 
e xcept by throwing these gentiemen in 
the same district, which would naturally 
be regarded as a great disvourtesy to 
them, and will precipitate a bitter fight 
between them for the nomination. If 
this matter can be arranged by one of the 
gentiemen retiring the redistricting wil) 
be easy enough, a new district being 
created in the rapidly growihg south- 
western portion of the state. This will 
give two city districts (New Orieans), 
two cotton districts (aa now), two 
sugar districts (there is now but one) and 
a new district devoted mainly to 
anu lumber, 

The census, by the by, leaves no doubt 
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which will be brought to the United 
states navy yard, and the arrival of the 
Mexican man of war, Indepencia, which 
will lay in supplies, etc., here for the 
Mexican army now operating in Yuca- 
tan against the Maya Indians, the Mex- 
jean government having decided that 
New Orleans is the best base of supplies 
for its army, although the latter is over 
1,000 miles away at the extreme southern 
end of the republic. 

On the other hand, the rice trust has 
finally made its appearance in the field 
and has begun buying rice in Acadia. 
This creates a great deal of anxiety. 
among the rice mills and brokers in 
New Orleans who see their business 
threatened. New Orleans has always 
been. the great rice market of this coun- 
try, but it is difficult to see how it will 
continue so, if the rice crop is entirely. 
controlled by a single corporation, which 
has ita headquar@rs at Crowley, La., or 
Beaumont, Tex. The receipts of rice at 
New Orleans already show a decline, the

The committee on arrangements of the 
Southern Industrial convention, which 
meets here from December 4th to Decem- 
ber 8th, has already received notification 
that 3,000 delegates will come. The pom 
mittee sent invitations to many of the 
northern and western industrial bodies, 
and is somewhat surprised at the num- 
der of acceptances it has received from 
them. Although the convention is in- 
tended to be a southern one, to discuss 
industrial, financial and similar ques- 
tions affecting the south, there will be a 
large number of northern men present, 
who express the opinion that this will 
give them an opportunity to meet many 
of the southerners prominent in indus- 
trial movements and enterprises; and 
they wish to see what the south offers 
them in the way of investment or the 
extension of their business in this sec- 
tion. 


The French opera company reached 
New Orleans on Friday and will open 
here next week. The impressario. N. 
Beeriel, has a triangular ciroult, which 
includes the three cities of New Orleans, 
Havana and Mexico. He will not experi« 
ment with excursions to Atlanta, &t. 
Louis and other points as did his prede- 
ceasor, M. Charley, who lost heavily by 
the undertaking. M. Berrie] was to have 
opened at Havana, but concluded that 
New Orleans offered him better oppor- 
tunities. It is predicted that thie will 
be the last season of French opera in 
New Orleans, Where tt bas been sung for 
nearly a century. The French opera 
house, which le the only real opera house 
in this country besides the Metropolitan 
in New York, having been erected in 1886 
for the production of opera and opera 


‘alone, will have ite fate decided on De- 


cember 10th; and two factions are con- 
tending for the contro] of the opera as- 
sociation which owns the building. The 
present control, which includes the

MONEY CONDITION EASY 


Bears Put Out Fresh Lines Near the 
Close on Failure of Any Large 


Buying Demand, Making 
Closing Active and 
Weak. 


New York, November 24.—The most striking 
point in today’s market was its dullness com- 
pared with the recent level of activity. Neither 
the public nor the large operators seemed to 
be taking any part in the market, and prices 
drifted rather aimlessly and hesitatingly. The 
continued weakness in some stocks, especially 
Steel and Wire, at the opening was offset by 
the aggressive strength of others. Northern 
Pacific opened over a point higher and extended 
the advance later to over 2 points. There 
was independent strength shown at different 
times by Union Pacific and by the Southern 
Railway stocks which lifted them | to lu 
points each There seemed to be some inkling 
of the favorable character of the bank state- 
ment before its appearance on the tape. The 
bear traders have circulated rumors since yes- 
terday that some mysterious influence was at 
work which would spoll the good features of 
the statement. Shorts covered heavily in ad- 
vance of the statement and a general rally 
occurred which lifted the whole market well 
over last night, many stocks rising a point 
or more. The bears were much struck by the 
failure of any large buying demand to develop 
with the easy money conditions indicated, and 
they put out fresh shart lines in the last few 
minutes of the trading, making the closing 
active and weak near the lowest except for 
the stocks where particular strength had been 
shown. The market at no time showed the urg- 
ent liquidation which was the feature yester- 
day, but new buying was equally lacking, even 
when the technical question became distinctly 
favorable. So far as the known movements of 
money show, the banks received less than $6,- 
000,000 this week. The increase of $7,538,- 
800 shown by the statement is supposed to 
be due to some special movement of cash from 
nearby. cities in which a single. bank has 
been concerned. This item figured more largely 
in the deposit increase than did the loan ex- 
pansion of $4,874,000. Therefore, in spite of 
the swelling of reserve requirement by nearly 
$3,000,000 the actual surplus is increased by 
$4,608,500.

Co-education in the public high schools 
of Atlanta will be the subject of the next 
fight that will be made before the board 
of education of this city. It is under- 
stoed that the movement will be led by 
Hamilton Douglas and Oscar Pappenhel- 
wer, both members of the board of edu- 
cation, and they will be assisted, it is 
said, by a number of the ladies of At- 
lanta, who are interested in the ed@uca- 
tional movement, 

Some time ago Mr. Douglas made an 
effort to have the board, of which he 
Was at the time a member, adopt a co- 
educational clause to its rules, but the 
body at the time thought it unwise to 
dc so, and since then there haa been very 
little agitation of the matter. <a 

Of late there has been considerable talk 
in Atianta upon the eubject, and if the 
matter is brought to the attention of the 
teard at any time in the near future it 
is likely that there will be an interest- 
ing discassion and perhaps several 
speeches from those ladies of Atlanta 
who are known to be interested, 

These who oppose the present manner 
of conducting the high schoola, there be- 
ing two seperate corps of teachers for 
the boys and girls, who operate in two 
separate buildings, declare that such 
methods are only relies of The olden 
times, when men and women were forced 
to occupy seats in separate portions of 
churches. This custom, they declare, has 
been abolished tn all sections of the world 
and with it la going out the custom of 
separate schools for the sexes. 

Mr. Douglas, who is said to be strongly 
oprosed to the present methods in the 
high schools was seen yesterday and had 
the following to say in regard to the 
matter: 

“Not the least of the many services 
rendered to the city of Atlanta by a late 
mayor, which are held in grateful re- 
membrance, is that suggestion of Charles 
A. Collier which advised the city council 
to appoint a board of lady visitors for 
our public schools. 

“For the last two years this board has 
rendered most efficient services. They 
have time to visit our public schools when 
the members of the board do not. 

“At the last meeting of the board of 
education, this board of lady visitors. 
Mrs. II. B. Wey, chairman, made their 
regular annual report. It was compll- 
mented in the highest manner by the 
president of the board of education. 

“Among the various suggestions made 
by the board of lady visitors was one 
which keenly affects the future — our 

blic schools, involving as it does a 
nantes in the plans and in the practice 
of rast years in our public schools. 

“In other words, these ladies adviecd 
that the time has come when co-education 
should be adopted in the Boys” and Giris 
High schools, The report of the board 
of lady visitors uses these words: 

„With propnetic eye we look forward 
te the time when the board of education 
and public sentiment will sanction the 
consolidation of the two high schools, 
thus securing a high school on each side 
of town, a uniform management, a bet- 
ter equipment and curriculum, a higher 
standing of scholarzhip, and a general 
elevating of the mental and moral forces 
at work alike in boys and girls, which 
will be a revelation to this community. 
Moreover, when we consider the com- 
peratively small enrollment of the Boys’ 
High school, we believe it would be a 
measure of economy.' 

“This recommendation is 
point with the prevailing rule 
United States. 

“According to the school census of 189 
there were in the entire United States, 
according to the report of the Unitea 
States commissioner, Dr. Harris, only 
fifty-two public high schools con- 
ducted for boys or girls only, 
twenty-seven being for hoys only 
and twenty-five being for girls only, 
with a total school population of some- 
thing over 16,000 children, while the co- 
educational high schools numbered 4,923, 
w'th a achool enroliment of 363,629. 

“Facts speak louder than words. In 
other words only 5 per cent of the boys 
and girls attending public high schools in 
the United States attend under the plan 
followed in Atlanta. | 

In other words, Atlanta ie way behind 
the times in this feature of her public 
school work, as in many others. 

“Co-education has been found good in 
— 8 schools. Co- education has 

n found to work well 
of the children attending public’ : —f 
schocis in the United States. In Atlanta, 
co-education in our high school work 
would be of exceptional advantage. The 
girls om the north side of the city, and 
the boys, too, could go to one school, and 
those on the south side could go to an- 


cther, to their financial, moral and in- 
tellectual advantage respectively.“

doubtless from North Carolina. Among 
the mountains of Carolina the word 
‘Hoosier’ was, ond perhaps is still used 
to denote any uncouth person. Mrs, Bur- 
nett so uses it in her ‘In Connection with 
the De Willoughby Claim,’ which has its 
scene at the time of the civil, war. 

“Quite a large portion of, Indiana was 
settled by North Carolinians, and the 
word was transported to this state at 
an early day. I Rave found it in print as 
early as 1836, and written some ten years 
earlier. The word may or may not have 
been coined in the Carolinas. Has any 
one found the word, used as here given, 
in any English source? The various dic- 
tionaries put it down as a localism, and 
confine it to Indiana. Indians is still the 
Hoosier State, but ‘Hooeter’ has rightly 
lost its Carolina meaning.“
